According to the story of the 
regents this was simply an error of 
judgment in bcok-lceping and the ex- 
pert recommended a change in the 
manner in which the books are kept.

Tho state of Wisconsin is about to 


erect a ne^v capitoi building at a pro- 
posed cost of from four to six million 
dollars. As such things go, perhaps 
the trifle of two millions difference in 
the figures given is not worthy of con- 
sideration, especially when it is un- 
derstood that the state of Wisconsin 
has plenty of money on hand. 


A correspondent, in describing the 


glories of the proposed new capitoi, 
says that the state is able to build it 
at this time because of the laree sums 
which Wisconsin legislation has re- 
ently diverted from the coffers of the 
:orporations of the state into 
the 


state treasury. This proceeding is said 
to have afforded the people . of that 
commonwealth great relief from taxa- 
tion. 


This may look to some persons like 


;he economy of true 
statesmanship, 


aut there are common, every-day citi- 
zens who may be tempted to inquire 
what right any state has to assess 
taxes upon either the people or the 
corporation'-, for the purpose of squan- 
dering $6,000,000 on a public building. 
As long as such crimes against 
the 


taxpayers, both individual and corpor- 
ate, continue to be the rule, the state 
must practice extortion in some direc- 
tion in order to make the extrava- 
;ance possible. It is no apology to say 
that the corporations pay the cost. 
Why should thev or anybody else pay 
it? 


The fact is that in the majority of 


states the amount of revenue neces- 
sary to be raised in order to carry on 
the government is estimated on the 
basis of all that it is possible to ex- 
pend for a specific purpose after the 
mone,y has been collected. The object 
is to get money—not much difference 
how, 
but "get it." Of course, there is 


no way to spend it until it is in hand, 
but after that there is no restraint 
upon the spending of it. And so great 
reformers 
inspire 
legislation 
to 


squeeze great sums from 
great cor- 


porations, whenever the people rebel 
against such taxation, and the fact 
that the people do not directly pay 
the cost is set up as not only the ex- 
cuse for, but the justification of, pub- 
lic expeditures 
entirely beyond rea- 


son. 


Government costs too much in this 


country. The expense of administering 
it is often in excess of the benefits de- 
rived, when there are. any. The six- 
million-dollar state capitoi in the mod- 
est little city of Madison, Wis., will 
look like a forty-thousand-dollar dla-' 
mond in the shirt bosom of a two- 
dollar man. i It will be a lasting evi- 
dence, of republican degeneracy, and 
It will not suffice as an apology for its 
existence to say that it was paid for 
by the corporations.—Editorial: The 
Ohio Magazine, February, 1907. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL ELLIS 


Suggests a Safeguard Against State 


Extravagance. 


Danger to a state in securing all its 


revenue from excise or privilege taxes 
was shown by Attorney General Wade 
H. Ellis, in an address 
before the 


Commercial club on "Taxation." He 
argued that the people would, to a 
large extent, lose their touch with the 
state government, if they made no di 
rect 
contribution to its 
supporl 


through the medium of taxes. 


To avoid the danger the 
speaker 


suggested that the legislature levy an 
ammal ass°ssment against the coun 
ties equal "to about 10 per cent of the 
cost of operating the state govern 
ment. This assessment to be dividec 
In proportion to the amount of taxes 
raised by each county for county pur 
poses. The attorney general suggest 
ed that this would serve all practica 
results of entirely separating state 
from local taxation, while at the same 
time it has many commendable fea 
tures of its own.

from it. He simply takes his medicine 
and the few faces he makes over it 
have little effect 


When the government manages and 


controls its system, it tells its em- 
ployees what to do and when to do it, 
and.it tells them what It pay, and 
there are no presents. No medals go 
to government employees. 


You never heard of a strike in the 


army, navy or postoffice department, 
yet the government is the poorest pay- 
master in the world. 
It pays less 


wages and less frequently than any 
other great corporation. It pays when 
it pleases and what it pleases, and 
your conduct and sayings are subject 
to investigation upon slight provoca- 
tion. 


If there is any class of men who 


should fight desperately and to the last 
flitch in opposition to government or 
municipal ownership,, it is the frrcai 
labor organizations of the country.—

Dr. MeGee Predicts That it Will 


Take the Place of Steam. 


&LSO URGES INLAND CANAL 


Says Railroads Have Reached Their 


Limit of Capacity With Steam Loco- 
motives—Imperative Needs of the 
Great Mississippi Valley. 


Substiutiou of gas for bteani as a 


unnors.il motive power of railroad and 
marine tr.msportat'-ou was predicted 
by Dr. W. J. McGee ot St. Louis m a 
talk before tlie members of the City 
club, says the Chicago Tribune. 


Dr. McGee, who is «i member of the 


national waterways commission ap- 
pointed by President Eoo^evelt aud one 
of the leadmg geologists of the country, 
s.poke on the "Control of Oar Inland 
AVaterways." 
He declared that the 


railroads of the country ha%e reached 
their capacity and that the coal supply 
is being rapidly depleted as a result of 
the tremendous demand for fuel in 
modern industry. 


The substitution of gas for steam, he 


said, will work an enormous saving of 
coal in that one ton of coal will pro- 
duce as much energy for a gas engine 
as three tons of coal A\ ill produce used 
as fuel in the production of steam. 


He also urged the construction of a 


complete sysjpui of inland waterways 
in order that the manufacturing and 
commercial interests of the interior of 
the country might ha\ e adequate trans- 
portation facilities for the annually in- 
creasing products. 


"Hitherto the Atlantic and the Pa- 


cific seaboards have controlled the 
policy of this country,'1 said Dr. Mc- 
Gee. 
"It is now up to the people of the 


interior to demand their share of im- 
provements. _ This must consist in the 
improvement of the gieat Inland water- 
ways. 


"The Mississippi valley is the great- 


est empire in the world and contains 
half of the people of this nation. They 
are dependent upon transportation for 
the success or failure of their busi- 
ness." 


In speaking of the substitution of 


gas for steam as motive power, Dr, 
McGee said that Lewis Nixon, one of 
the leading shipbuilders of the country, 
now is building ,an ocean liner at 
Elizabeth, N. J., designed to cross the 
Atlantic in four days, with gas as the 
propelling power.? *,The new liner, he 
said, will carry'only 40 per cent of the 
coal needed on a steam propelled liner. 


"The railroads have reached their 


capacity -with steam," continued Dr. 
McGee: "Also there is not enough iron 
mined in~the United States-to supply 
thp rails needed for adequate railroad 
transportation. Neither is there enough 
labor to mine the icon, needed. 


"Ten tons of rails are required to thp 


mile, and when we know that there are 
approximately 200,000 miles' of road 
in the United States we can begin to 
form some sort of an Idea of the -quan- 
tity of rails needed, 


"There is $17,000,900,000 Invested in 


the railroads of this country. A tenth 
of that sum spent on our waterways 
would equip the finest waterways 
transportation, system in the world. 


"Here are twenty states with a popu- 


lation of more than 40,000,000 people, 
half of the population, of the nation, 
absolutely dependent upon transporta- 
tion for success or failure. Our inter 
e^ts are Identical. It is up to us to 
stand together" and demand our jwst 
share of the improvements. 


"The richest agricultural land in the 


world is the bottom lands of the Mis- 
sissippi valley, from the mouth of the 
Ohio river to the gulf of Mexico Ev- 
ery year there are washed 400,000.000 
tons of sediment from these lands into 
the great river, which in turn carries 
the soil wash to the gulf. That is two 
and one-half times as much soil as is 
to be dug out of the Panama canal. 


"The days of steam as a motive pow- 


er are numbered. Gas will take its 
place The energy in coal will be enor- 
mously economized by the use of gas 
engines both. In tailroad and marine 
transportation. The coal fields of the- 
country are rapidlv being depleted bv 
the demand for fuel in modern indus- 
try, and the saving of coal by the use 
of gas would be a great economy. 


"A great saving of coal also can be 


made in the use of water power. There 
is euough water power going to waste 
in the United States to suppiy power 
to half of the industries of the nation. 
The redemption of swamp lands in the 
lower Mississippi valley will raise the 
value of the land from $100 to $400 an 
acre. 


"The improvements could be started 


with a working capital of onlv a fevr 
hundred million dollars. Lock tolls and 
other charges would pay for the im- 
provements or nt least make them self 
RU°'ainlns. The work could be done 
vrith oue-tentl) of the cost of the rail- 
roads "

RULING OF SUPREME COURT 


Advocates

Municipal Ownership 


Depended on This Law to Enable 
Them to Secure Street 
Railways 


For the City—Decision Delays the 
Matter Indefinitely. 


Springfield, 111.. April 19.—The su- 


preme court of Illinois returned a de- 
cision declaring invalid Ihe Mueller 
lavr. which authorized The city of Chi- 
cago to issue certificates for $75,000,- 
000 with which to purchase street rail- 
ways, the certificates to be repaid out 
of ihe surplus earning of the roads 
under municipal ownership. The court 
held that the act was unconstitution- 
al, as it would create an indebtedness 
beyond the constitutional ability of 
the city to incur. The supporters of 
the act maintain that the certificates 
would form a lien on the street .rail- 
way property. 


It was this act that the Chicago ad- 


vocates 'of municipal ownership de- 
pended on to enable them to gain the 
ownership for the city of the street 
railways. The net result of the su- 
preme court's finding is to delay in- 
definitely the acquisition by the mu- 
nicipality of the streetcar system for 
control or operation. The street rail- 
way companies had not opposed the 
Mueller law, the constitutionality of. 
the act being questioned by various 
citizens. 


The Mueller law was adopted at the 


city election of April 5, 1904, by a, 
vote of five to one. Under its provision. 
the 
city council in January, 1906, 


passed an ordinance authorizing $5,- 
000,000 worth of street railway cer- 
tificates. 
The lower court sustained 


the validity of the law and the ordi- 
nance. 
On appeal this decision "was 


reversed.

While Easy to Handle and Quick to 


Learn, When Aroused They Are 
Fiends Incarnate — Panthers, Jaguars 
and Leopards Are Treacherous. 


"Of all wild animals," writes A. W. 


Rolker in Appleton's Magazine, "in- 
cluding the rhinoceros with hfs fright- 
fuT charge and his dreadful horn, in- 
cluding the rogue elephant with his 
unbounded strength, his marvelous 
cunning and his villainous trunk, and 
including, that gray sBftggy rogue, the 
American grizzly, with his rib crush- 
ing hug, his ponderous paw and his 
hot, reeking maw, no beast is as dan- 
gerous to man as any one of the big 


"For, besides the mouth provided 


with teeth that can crunch through the 
leg bone of a man as if it were a 
pipestem, each foot is provided with 
five poniard-like claws, pointed like 
needles and from three to four and a 
half inches long. As the beast strikes 
with.., thesa»he draws the claws in, 
keeping hold of muscles and tendons 
and ligaments and tearing them out of 
the flesh until they snap like rubber 
bands, so that unless* the victim suc- 
cumbs it %iH be months and months 
and sometimes years and years be- 
fpre "he can -regain use of an injured 
member. 


"But not only do these talons tear 


•viciously. 
Curious to say, although 


the claws are needle pointed and 
the edges are dull as the tip of a little 
finger, a cut with one of these hooks 
Is like the cut of a dagger. On one oc- 
casion in Bostoek's trained wild ani- 
mal show a Bengal tigress made a 
sweep at a European black bear, cut 
through the six inch thick fur of the 
fcear and cut three parallel strips two 
feet long and six inches deep and 
clean as razor slashes to the very 
backbone of the beast. 


"As a matter of fact, the dexterity 


of one of these big cats' claws is as- 
tounding. Here is a curious accident

•• "Still another instance showing the 
marvelous quickness of claw happened 
in the sarn» show when the trainer in 
charge of a leopard group wfts saved 
in the nick of time from a rogue which 
had "tried to pull "him down by •'climh- 
ing tip on him. The arm of this man 
showe'd between wrist and elbow alone 
twenty-six wounds varying from a 
quarter of an inch deep and an inch 
long to one inch deep and four inches 
long. 


"Of all the big cats, including that 


magnificent jungle maned monarch of 
might, the lion, and including those 
beautifully spotted orange and black 
villains, the jaguar and the leopard, 
and their cotisin, that noiseless, light- 
ning swift traitor^ the panther, train- 
ers prefer to handle the tiger. 


"This is contrary to the popular be- 


lief which credits the tiger as the most 
bloodthirsty of all wild beasts: The 
tiger is, however, the quickest to learn 
and the easiest to handle. 
Whereas 


the tiger always remains a nervous, 
high strung brute, after a time a lion 
becomes phlegmatic and lazy and re- 
quires urging, which is apt to cause 
trouble. 


"Whereas the tiger is a demon incar- 


nate and- merciless once aronsed, he is 
at least "an honest" fighter that gives 
ample warning when about to attack 
and only, as a rare exception attacks.a' 
man from behind, unlike the jaguar, 
the leopard and the panther, which are 
treacherous and almost invariably at- 
tack when a back is turned. 


"Again, of all this dangerous family 


the nature of the tiger comes nearest 
that of any ordinary house cat, and, al- 
ways comparatively, the tiger it is that 
is most appreciative once the master 
has succeeded in establishing his truce. 
Then, like the domestic cat, he likes to 
brush up against the person of his 
trainer, loves to have his back rubbed 
and groomed and the top of his head 
scratched to soothe the everlasting itch 
between the ears, while he emits purs 
of satisfaction, forgetting that the 
least unforeseen accident may arouse 
murderous instincts that would in a 
twinkling convert the friendly meeting 
into a shambles."
